SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  was  held  on  February  9,  1925  and  organized  with 
the  choice  of  John  I.  Bryant  as  chairman  and  Isaac  N.  Babbitt 
as  clerk.  Miss  Louise  Babcock  was  chosen  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  as  secretary  of  the  board 
has  given  universal  satisfaction  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  and  to  the  town  in  general. 

The  lot  which  was  taken  under  the  eminent  domain  act  just 
north  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad 
and  the  Atlas  Tack  Company  has  been  considerably  improved 
since  the  last  town  meeting.  The  only  question  now  is  that  the 
town  needs  a new  building  for  storage  purposes  and  there  is  an 
article  in  the  warrant  covering  this  which  asks  for  an  appro- 
priation for  an  additional  storage  room  on  the  town  lot. 

Another  matter  in  which  the  Selectmen  are  much  interested 
is  that  of  the  Back  Road  or  Alden  Road,  so  called.  The 
County  Commissioners  and  the  State  Highway  Commissioners 
have  each  allowed  the  sum  of  $6,000  for  the  Back  Road  and  if 
the  town  votes  to  match  the  amount  with  $6,000  as  they  have 
done  during  the  past  two  years,  we  will  be  able  to  continue  this 
very  desirable  work.  This  present  year,  we  are  asking  for  an 
appropriation  of  $8,000.  With  that  $8,000,  the  state  and  the 
county  will  contribute  $8,000  each,  making  a total  of  $16,000 
that  they  will  give  to  the  town  for  the  finishing  of  this  road. 
With  our  $8,000,  we  anticipate  this  total  of  $24,000  will  be 
sufficient  for  us  to  complete  the  road,  making  a state  road  from 
the  Acushnet  line  to  the  Mattapoisett  Road  which  is  all  ready  a 
state  road  leading  to  the  Cape. 
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The  new  schoolhouse  built  on  the  lot  on  the  corner  of 
Washington  Street  and  the  New  Boston  Road  as  voted  for  at 
the  special  town  meeting  held  March  25,  1924,  is  completed  for 
the  $67,000  as  appropriated.  The  lot,  containing  two  acres  and 
eight  rods,  was  taken  under  the  eminent  domain  act  and  the 
parties  refused  to  accept  the  $3,000  which  was  appropriated  for 
this  purpose  at  the  town  meeting  held  February  9,  1924.  We 
found  when  digging  the  cellar  for  drainage  purposes  that  we 
could  get  no  relief,  so  we  were  compelled  to  take  more  land 
for  drainage  purposes.  At  a special  town  meeting  held  October 
20,  1924,  it  was  voted  to  appropriate  $2,500  for  the  taking  of 
96.33  rods  of  cleared  land  and  136.71  rods  of  rocky  pasture. 
The  owners  refused  to  accept  the  award  as  made  by  the  Select- 
men and  brought  suit  in  the  Superior  Court  at  New  Bedford 
within  and  for  the  County  of  Bristol  and  on  January  9,  1925, 
the  court  ordered  damages  of  $10,000.  We  therefore  asked 
for  $4,500  in  the  warrant  of  February  9,  1925  to  go  with  the 
$5,500  as  all  ready  stated  above. 

There  is  an  article  in  the  warrant  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote 
to  accept  from  Cara  L.  Broughton  as  a gift  to  the  town  forever 
the  Fort  Phoenix  property  consisting  of  2J^  acres  and  the 
board  most  respectfully  recommends  that  the  town  vote  unani- 
mously to  accept  this  property  as  a memorial  to  Henry  H. 
Rogers,  Fairhaven’s  benefactor. 

There  is  also  an  article  in  the  warrant  to  see  if  the  town  will 
vote  to  take  by  purchase  or  otherwise  the  Union  Wharf 
property.  We  have  a frontage  on  the  water  of  not  less  than 
five  or  six  miles  and  yet  we  have  no  way  of  getting  to  the 
water.  We  believe  that  the  water  front  of  our  town  should  be 
controlled  by  the  town.  We  believe  that  we  should  own  the 
Union  Wharf  property  consisting  of  4 acres  and  we  are 
satisfied  that  we  will  receive  some  revenue  from  this  property. 

We  are  now  the  largest  town  in  the  County  of  Bristol  and  in 
consequence  of  this,  we  will  have  more  taxes  to  pay  this  year 
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as  our  county  tax  than  any  other  town  in  the  county.  The 
County  of  Bristol  has  paid  one  quarter  of  the  whole  amount  of 
the  cost  of  all  the  state  roads  built  in  the  county  and  this  year 
the  County  tax  due  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  is 
$160,000,  which  means  that  every  town  and  city  must  bear  their 
share  of  the  burden  of  that  tax.  In  this,  neither  the  County 
Commissioners  nor  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  have  anything 
to  do  but  pay  the  bill. 

We  have  in  the  office  of  the  Selectmen  many  petitions  for 
the  laying  out  of  streets  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Select- 
men can  not  be  done  for  they  can  not  see  their  way  clear  to 
do  so.  However,  we  are  glad  to  listen  to  any  person  who  has 
-any  complaint  to  make  in  regard  to  the  streets.  It  must  be 
understood  that  we  have  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  towm 
in  what  we  are  doing  and  we  are  and  have  been  fixing  up  many 
streets  that  were  not  laid  out  by  the  town.  We  would  do  more 
if  we  had  the  cinders  to  fix  the  streets  with  but  because  of  the 
mills  not  working  it  is  utterly  impossible  for  us  to  get  what  the 
mills  do  not  provide. 

We  also  have  many  petitions  for  street  lights.  For  the  last 
three  years,  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  have  settled  the  whole 
question  of  street  lights  and  we  are  now  looking  into  this 
matter  so  that  there  will  be  a uniform  system  in  the  question 
of  street  lights. 

All  of  which  we  most  respectfully  submit. 

As  a part  of  the  requirements  of  the  town  for  the  coming 
year,  we  report  the  following  for  Debt  and  Interest :

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPT. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  Selectmen  appointed 
Thomas  W.  Whitfield  as  superintendent  of  streets.  At  the 
annual  and  special  town  meetings  a year  ago  many  streets  were 
laid  out,  graded  and  accepted  by  the  town.  Many  of  them 
have  been  put  in  passable  condition  and  on  some  of  them  side- 
walks have  been  laid. 

There  was  a small  amount  appropriated  for  these  streets 
and  therefore  it  was  necessary  to  overrun  the  appropriation 
in  nearly  all  of  them.  During  1924  and  1925,  many  of  our 
streets  and  roads  suffered  terribly  by  the  bad  weather  con- 
ditions, the  same  being  true  throughout  the  whole  Common- 
wealth and  this  was  the  cause  of  the  Highway  Department 
overrunning  its  appropriation  several  hundred  dollars.  The 
work  simply  had  to  be  done  and  we  believe  that  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Fairhaven  appreciate  the  fact  that  it  was  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  repair  many  of  our  streets  and  resurface 
them. 

The  following  streets  were  macadamized  and  resurfaced : 
Dean  Street,  Morton  Street  and  a part  of  the  New  Boston 
Road.  North  Main  Street,  from  Huttleston  Avenue  to  the 
north  end  of  the  town,  was  given  a surface  of  tar  and  gravel 
on  the  block  paving  and  this  was  the  only  part  of  the  town 
that  received  this  kind  of  treatment.  We  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  this  was  appreciated  by  the  many  people  who 
use  North  Main  Street.  Washington  Street  widening  was 
caused  by  order  of  the  State  Highway  Commission  and  for 
which  we  were  put  to  the  expense,  in  the  annual  town  meeting, 
of  appropriating  $10,000  for  land  damages. 
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The  town  had  many  buildings  to  move  back  and  the  damages 
to  the  owners  for  the  land  taken  is  to  be  covered  by  an  article 
in  the  warrant  to  raise  money  for  that  purpose,  which  was  over- 
drawn. 

Sidewalks  are  also  to  be  placed  on  Washington  Street  as  a 
result  of  this  widening  as  a state  highway.  These  could  not 
be  laid  last  year  but  will  be  completed  during  the  present  year. 
The  Shaw  Road  has  also  received  considerable  repairing  with 
cinders  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  people  using  that 
thoroughfare  are  very  much  pleased  to  know  that  the  town  has 
done  this  although  it  is  not  an  accepted  street.  Many  other 
streets  in  the  town  have  received  some  attention,  especially  in 
the  outlying  districts  and  the  board  would  be  very  much  pleased 
to  have  done  more  if  they  could  have  obtained  the  necessary 
cinders,  but,  as  the  mills  are  not  running,  we  could  not  get  the 
cinders  to  do  the  work. 

The  coming  year,  the  town  proposes  to  establish  a new 
system  in  the  laying  of  sidewalks  and  that  is,  to  take  a par- 
ticular section  of  the  centre  of  the  town  and  gradually  work 
outward  by  laying  fine  or  small  crushed  stone  with  tar  binder 
and  roll  it  smooth  to  make  a sidewalk  in  order  to  save  the 
expense  necessary  for  the  laying  of  granolithic  sidewalks  and 
yet  give  the  public  an  opportunity  in  bad  weather  of  walking 
upon  a sidewalk  made  by  what  we  call  the  tar  binder  system. 
During  the  past  year,  William  Street  from  Center  to  Union 
Streets  and  Adams  Street  near  the  St.  Joseph’s  Church  have 
had  granolithic  sidewalks  laid.  We  have  an  article  in  the  war- 
rant to  appropriate  $3,000  for  more  granolithic  sidewalks,  still 
we  believe  that  our  new  system  which  we  shall  try  will  answer 
the  same  purpose  and  cost  a good  deal  less  money  and  we 
believe  the  town  will  be  very  much  pleased  with  it  also. 

The  grading  of  the  grounds  around  the  New  Boston  School 
and  the  building  of  the  walls  outside  were  also  done  by  the 
Street  Department. 
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We  do  not  want  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  one  hundred 
fifty  feet  of  new  pipe  was  laid  for  the  sluice  way  in  Huttleston 
Avenue,  taking  the  drainage  from  the  land  at  the  east  of  the 
Avenue,  and  this  was  laid  and  paid  for  by  the  Street  Depart- 
ment. Otherwise,  it  would  have  cost  us  a great  deal  more 
money.  The  old  sluice  way  as  built  by  Mr.  Rogers  had  given 
out  and  it  was  necessary  for  the  town  to  build  something  new 
in  that  line  at  once,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  old  water  way 
had  caved  in.  Bridge  Park,  on  the  north  side  of  the  bridge 
where  the  big  pipe  caved  in,  was  graded  and  the  sea  wall  built 
by  the  Street  Department. 

The  ashes  and  rubbish  have  been  taken  care  of  during  the 
past  year  as  well  as  could  be  expected  considering  that  many 
times  we  were  short  of  help  and  men  as  a rule  do  not  care  for 
that  kind  of  work.  We  again  most  respectfully  ask  that  the 
citizens  of  the  town  do  not  dump  rubbish  in  the  gutters  of  the 
streets  as  in  the  first  place  it  is  against  the  law  and  in  the 
second  place  it  makes  a rather  unsightly  mess,  so  we  hope  that 
the  citizens  will  co-operate  with  the  superintendent  of  streets, 
whoever  he  may  be,  in  this  particular  work.

REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 


During  the  past  year  the  Planning  Board  has  prepared  up 
to  date  maps  of  the  whole  town,  and  after  making  study  of 
the  varying  conditions  in  different  portions  set  about  devising 
a system  of  Zoning  Laws  for  their  betterment. 

In  this  matter  it  soon  became  evident  that  to  obtain  best 
results  we  required  assistance  frrom  some  one  experienced 
in  meeting  the  many  problems  involved,  social,  legal  and 
economic  and  we  employed  as  advisor  and  assistant,  Mr.  E. 
1 . Hartman,  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

Working  with  Mr.  Hartman  we  have  devised  a Zoning 
Ordinance  which  in  conjunction  with  our  present  Board  of 
Survey  will,  we  believe,  remedy  many  of  the  wrongs  and 
bad  practices  which  have  grown  up  and  obtained  foothold  in 
our  Town. 

In  endeavoring  to  familiarize  the  citizens  with  the  problems 
that  beset  us  as  a town,  we  have  held  three  public  meetings 
at  which  we  pointed  out  some  of  the  wrongs  and  mistakes 
which  always  attend  the  haphazard  growth  and  urban  develop- 
ment which  has  left  so  many  scars  on  our  own  town.  We 
also  explained  some  of  the  means  for  controling  and  directing 
growth  and  making  our  attractive  old  town  more  healthful, 
more  convenient  and  more  beautiful. 

One  of  these  meetings  was  at  the  Franco- American  Hall, 
North  Main  St.  One  at  the  Town  Hall  and  one  at  Naskatucket 
Chapel.  At  neither  place,  we  regret  to  say,  was  the  attedance 
what  it  should  have  been  considering  the  importance  of  the 
subject.  However,  some  minor  changes  of  local  plans  were 
made  in  response  to  suggestions  offered,  but  on  the  whole  the 
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people  who  expressed  themselves  were  heartily  in  accord  with 
the  Board. 

We  are  hoping  to  present  our  Zoning  Ordinance  at  the 
coming  annual  town  meeting  and  ask  its  acceptance  and  enact- 
ment as  a town  by-law  by  the  citizens.

SEWER  CONSTRUCTION : Authorized  by  vote  of  the 
Town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  February  2,  1925. 

WASHINGTON  STREET : from  Hitch  Street  to  Egypt 
Lane  a distance  of  750  feet  of  10  inch  sewer  at  a cost  of 
$2351.03,  all  of  above  built  by  Frank  H.  Street;  Shone  System. 

BUTTONWOOD  & WOOD  STREET:  from  the  Man- 

hole in  Taber  & Buttonwood  streets  225  ft.  northerly  in  Button- 
wood  and  150  feet  easterly  in  Wood  street,  8 inch  sewer  at 
a cost  of  $945.19;  Oxford  Gravity.  The  Board  also  took  over 
as  authorized  by  vote  of  the  Town  a sewer  in  Green  street 
from  Bridge  St.  northerly  218  feet  of  8 inch  ,sewer  cost 
$393.45 ; built  by  Antonio  Montero,  Shone  System. 

SEWER  CONNECTIONS : During  1925  six  connections 
have  been  repaired  and  fifty-eight  new  connections  making 
a total  of  1284  connections  now  in  use. 

ELECTRICAL  SEWER  STATIONS : 

These  new  stations  have  been  most  satisfactory  in  their 
work  and  have  reduced  the  cost  of  sewer  maintenance  about 
one  half  during  the  past  year.  The  expenditures  for  sewer 
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maintenance  for  the  year  1924  being  $15,740.08  while  for 
the  year  1925  the  expenditures  were  $7,463.00. 

We  respectfully  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  for 
the  year  1926.

Meetings 
have  been  held  from  time  to  time  and  during  the  working 
season  the  Board  has  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  work  and 
activities. 

The  care  of  Cushman  Park  with  its  outlying  spaces  has  been 
maintained  on  the  same  line  as  last  year,  going  smoothly  under 
William  E.  Haney,  foreman,  assisted  by  McCarthy  and 
Rounsville. 

Some  new  planting  was  undertaken  in  early  spring,  hedge  lines 
strengthened,  groups  thickened,  especially  at  the  Bridge  Street 
entrance  where  an  experiment  is  being  tried  with  shrubs  espec- 
ially resistant  to  excessive  spring  moisture.  The  group  of  young 
trees  on  the  Green  Street  side  set  in  1924  have  shown  good 
growth  and  the  elms  damaged  by  the  storm  of  August,  1924 
have  recovered  well. 

Heavy  pruning  of  both  trees  and  shrubs  was  continued  to  the 
advantage  of  both — the  naturalistic  method  being  followed  in 
so  far  as  practicable.  To  the  critical  eye  of  your  Board  there 
is  ample  opportunity  for  improvement,  yet  they  cannot  but  feel 
they  are  getting  the  various  group  plantings  into  more  satis- 
factory and  permanent  shape.  Masses  in  spring  bloom,  or  autumn 
fruit  and  foliage  have  been  particularly  showy  and  it  is  hoped 
not  a few  of  the  passers-by  agreed  with  the  observant  citizen 
who  took  pains  to  express  his  mid-summer  appreciation  “that 
the  Park  never  looked  better.” 
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A due  proportion  of  wear  and  tear  in  every  direction  is  the 
inevitable  accompaniment  of  playground  activities,  and  tho  often 
unduly  annoying  is  to  be  expected  and  must  be  kept  in  hand  as 
well  as  may  be  by  directors  and  employees  to  the  end  of  educatng 
both  the  public  and  the  young  people  themselves  to  a greater 
respect  for  their  common  property.  There  continues  however 
a certain  amount  of  vandalism — at  night  or  when  the  working 
force  is  off  duty.  Police  protection  seems  the  one  remedy.  Is 
the  town  ready  to  maintain  such? 

The  north  addition  to  Bridge  Plark  presented  a difficult  prob- 
lem. Adequate  filling  used  the  total  1925  appropriation  for  the 
layout ; the  underlying  culvert,  draining  Hawes'  Pond,  was 
found  to  be  in  such  dangerous  state  that  immediate  repair  was 
necessary  at  large  expense.  This  the  Selectmen  undertook  to- 
gether with  the  building  of  a sea  wall  across  the  entire  west 
end.  Plans  for  the  grading  and  development  of  the  plot  were 
made  by  D.  C.  Potter,  and  work  was  carried  on  as  long  as 
weather  permitted.  To  complete  in  acceptable  and  creditable 
manner  as  to  fencing,  grading,  planting,  an  excess  appropriation 
must  be  again  requested. 

The  Playground  taken  over  by  the  town  this  year  naturally 
fell  to  the  province  of  the  Park  Board.  Mr.  Pidgeon  the 
veteran  director  of  sports  was  retained  for  Cushman  Park,  Mr. 
Holland  for  the  North  End.  In  addition  the  Mother's  Club 
still  assumed  responsibility  for  the  younger  children,  Mrs. 
Dutton  and  Miss  Reynolds  holding  afternoon  reading  and  play 
circles.  Besides  the  daytime  activities  the  popular  evening 
concerts  of  the  Fairhaven  Band  were  continued — as  was  the 
Sunday  baseball  under  the  same  restrictions  as  last  year. 

At  the  North  End  where  the  location  for  an  open  playground 
is  ideal,  present  conditions  for  its  development  seem  not  favor- 
able. One  field  has  been  well  graded  and  at  Mr.  Poor’s  recom- 
mendation a good  backstop  was  put  up  to  encourage  legitimate 
sport.  After  three  weeks  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to  employ 
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the  supervisor  and  even  the  story  hour  attendance  dwindled. 
The  spirit  of  “the  gang”  predominated,  and  until  a local  dicta- 
tor comes  to  the  fore  it  seems  unwise  to  lay  out  more  money 
on  improvements  so  soon  despoiled — or  a trained  director  with 
power  and  ability  to  enforce  the  “law  of  the  playground”  can 
be  employed. 

A summary  of  the  detailed  report  of  Mr.  Pidgeon  follows : 
Covering  a period  of  nine  weeks  a far  more  extensive  program 
was  carried  out,  reaching  a larger  number  of  both  girls  and 
boys  than  in  previous  years.  Baseball  and  tennis  were  popular 
among  the  girls  of  from  eight  to  eighteen  years,  daily  games 
of  both  being  arranged.  Competitions  were  constant  and 
matches  were  held  with  teams  from  playgrounds  of  New 
Bedford  and  Fall  River.  The  boys,  competing  similarly  in  the 
above  sports,  were  also  active  in  cricket,  tag  football  and  volley 
ball  with  various  track  and  field  work.  As  a conclusion  to  the 
season  a pageant  “Crowning  the  Health  Queen,”  presented  for 
benefit  of  the  Mother’s  Club,  included  all  forms  of  playground 
work. 

In  the  increasing  congestion  of  towns  and  cities  with  the 
small  lot  popularity  there  are  young  people  from  all  classes  of 
homes  seeking  space  and  opportunity  for  legitimate  play.  Our 
town  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  such  a Community  Centre, 
supplementary  to  the  school  system.

FIRE  ENGINEERS 


January  1,  1926 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  hereby  submit  their  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  has  answered  forty- 
three  (43)  Bell  and  eighty-three  (83)  Still  alarms.  One  call 
from  the  town  of  Mattapoisett  was  answered  by  Engine  No.  1. 

Four  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been  installed  during  the 
past  year  and  the  Board  recommends  the  addition  of  four 
more  this  year. 

The  purchase  of  a new  Ford  chassis  to  replace  the  one  now 
in  use  for  Hose  No.  2 at  Oxford  is  also  recommended. 

The  need  of  some  way  of  reaching  the  salt  water  on  the 
shore  on  Sconticut  Neck  has  been  very  much  in  evidence  at 
the  several  fires  which  have  occurred  there  this  last  year  as  we 
were  handicapped  by  not  being  able  to  obtain  water  at  all  but  one 
fire.  The  Board  urgently  recommends  that  some  suitable 
road-bed  be  constructed  wherever  practical  from  the  end  of 
the  present  roads  to  a point  below  high  water  mark.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


* Jan.  15,  1926 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen : — 

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submit  their  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1925.  There  have  been  202  cases 
of  dangerous  diseases  reported  as  follows,  Infant  Paralysis  2, 
Chicken  Pox  4,  German  Measles  98,  Measles  38,  Tuberculosis 
(all  forms)  17,  Diphtheria  3,  Lobar  Pneumonia  5,  Scarlet 
Fever  23,  Whooping  Cough  7,  Conjunctivitis  2,  Cerebro  Spinal 
Meninigitis  1,  Mumps  1,  Typhoid  Fever  1. 

The  executive  officer  has  made  inspections  of  the  Barns  & 
Dairies  of  persons  holding  Milk  producers  permits  & Milk  Li- 
censes as  required  by  Chapter  94  Sections  40 — 43  G.  L.  with 
a few  exceptions,  conditions  was  found  satisfactory. 

Barber  shops  and  Bakeries  have  also  been  inspected  and  con- 
ditions found  good. 

Fifty-three  Nuisances  have  been  investigated  and  the  Nui- 
sance ordered  abated  which  with  one  exception  has  been  done. 

We  have  eight  cases  of  Tuberculosis  at  the  Bristol  County 
Hospital  and  one  case  of  Infantile  Paralysis  at  Sol-E-Mar 
which  we  are  caring  for  at  an  expense  of  $79.80  per  week. 

In  July  the  Board  found  it  necessary  on  account  of  poor  serv- 
ice to  make  a change  in  the  Garbage  collector.  We  secured  the 
services  of  Mr.  Antone  Lewis  who  is  giving  satisfactory  service. 

The  Board  recommends  the  appropriation  of  $3000.00  for  the 
collection  of  Garbage,  the  same  as  last  year. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  $5500.00  for  the  Board 
of  Health  for  1926. 
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We  are  asking  for  this  amount  as  under  the  State  laws,  sal- 
aries of  the  Board,  also  salaries  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals 
and  Slaughter  Inspector  must  be  taken  from  our  appropriation. 
Vital  Statistics  also  come  under  our  department.

Report  of  Inspector  of  Animals 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen : 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1925. 

During  the  general  inspection  I visited  102  premises  acting 
under  orders  of  the  Division  of  Animal  Industry,  poultry  shall 
be  inspected  for  contagious  diseases. 

Inspected  1078  animals,  3000  poultry,  866  Dairy  cows,  121 
young  cattle,  63  swine,  18  bulls,  10  goats.  Found  2 stables 
unclean,  3 having  insufficient  light,  2 poor  drainage,  1 in- 
sufficient space,  1 not  proper  shelter. 

In  January,  2 stocks  of  poultry  were  quarantined  for  a con- 
tagious disease.  Conditions  were  remedied  and  they  were  re- 
leased at  a later  date.  During  February  and  November  2 
dairy  cows  were  killed  for  being  infected  with  Tuberculosis. 
In  November  38  pigs  were  quarantined  for  hog  cholera,  21 
died.  The  balance  after  being  inoculated  recovered.

In  presenting  the  Budget  for  1926,  your  Committee 
wishes  to  call  attention  to  two  unusual  expenditures  which 
we  have  thought  best  to  include,  after  explanation,  rather 
than  to  have  special  articles  placed  in  the  warrant. 

In  the  elementary  school  budget  $1500  is  asked  for  in 
order  to  seat  the  auditorium  of  the  Tripp  and  of  the  East 
Fairhaven  schools.  As  stated  in  the  Report  of  the  Super- 
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intendent  of  Schools,  this  is  necessary  if  we  are  to  have 
the  full  use  of  these  rooms. 

The  allowance  for  repairs  on  the  older  elementary  school 
buildings  is  considerably  larger  than  that  of  last  year.  The 
Superintendent’s  Report  details  the  repairs  we  propose  to 
make  during  the  coming  year.  We  believe  it  to  be  sound 
policy  to  keep  our  buildings  in  good  condition. 

In  the  High  School  budget  we  have  included  $1900  extra 
to  enable  us  to  overhaul  the  plumbing  system.  The  hot 
and  cold  water  piping  has  been  affected  by  the  action  of 
the  water  to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  already  broken 
through  in  several  places.  The  breaks  have  thus  far  come 
in  a way  which  has  enabled  temporary  repairs  to  be  made 
before  serious  damage  was  done.  The  plumbing  is  not 
open  and  if  the  piping  gives  away  in  some  portions  of  the 
building,  it  will  cause  much  expense  and  difficulty.  As 
careful  an  examination  of  it  as  can  be  secured  makes  it  ap- 
parent that  it  will  be  unwise  to  wait  until  this  happens 
but,  rather,  it  will  be  best  to  go  over  the  entire  system 
thoroughly  and  re-pipe  where  needed.  This  will  be  rather 
an  expensive  undertaking  and  will  require  very  careful 
workmanship  or  the  beauty  of  the  interior  of  the  building 
will  be  permanently  marred.  An  expert  estimate  places  the 
cost  at  about  $5,800. 

A recent  statement  secured  from  the  Farmer’s  Loan 
and  Trust  Co.,  Trustees  of  the  H.  H.  Rogers  High  School 
Fund,  shows  a balance  of  income  on  hand  amounting  to 
$3,959.  This  has  accrued,  apparently,  because  in  some  past 
years  dividends  on  investments  were  larger  than  the  assured 
regular  income.  With  this  amount,  and  an  appropriation 
of  $1,900,  we  believe  we  can  make  the  necessary  repairs 
on  the  plumbing.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Fairhaven : 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  thirteenth  annual  report  of  the 
present  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

SCHOOL  PLANT 
East  Fairhaven  School 

The  new  school  in  East  Fairhaven  was  not  ready  for  use 
until  April,  so  that  it  was  deemed  wise  not  to  occupy  it  until 
September,  1925.  At  that  time  it  opened  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  over  150  pupils.  There  are  available,  at  present, 
four  rooms  and  an  auditorium.  There  is  a fifth  room  which 
can  be  finished  at  relatively  small  expense.  It  is  possible 
that  the  pupils  of  this  section  can  be  housed  for  another 
year  without  the  additional  room  but  by  the  end  of  that 
time  this  will  be  necessary.  There  is  already  congestion 
and  preparations  are  being  made  to  open  an  overflow  school 
in  the  auditorium  to  relieve  a room  which  numbers  over 
fifty  pupils. 

The  new  building  is  eminently  satisfactory  and  has  been 
very  favorably  commented  upon  by  visitors.  It  was  de- 
scribed in  last  year’s  report  so  that  further  details  are 
unnecessary  now. 

A Portable  Is  Needed  in  North  Fairhaven 

Every  schoolroom  in  town  is  occupied.  For  three  years, 
the  entering  class  at  the  Oxford  school  has  been  so  large 
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that  it  has  been  necessary  to  provide  for  the  overflow  in 
the  small  recitation  room  used  for  a branch  library.  As 
these  entering  classes  have  gone  forward,  they  have  caused 
increasing  congestion  in  grades  above  the  first.  It  has 
been  possible  heretofore  to  relieve  the  upper  grades  by 
sending  pupils  to  the  Anthony  school.  The  last  room  in  the 
Anthony  school  is  now  in  use  and  there  is  no  further  outlet. 
It  is  certain  one  will  be  needed  next  September.  I recom- 
mend that  a two-room  portable  school  be  purchased  for 
this  purpose.  In  addition  to  relieving  the  congestion  at 
Oxford,  this  will  also  enable  us  to  meet  the  law  in  regard 
to  a Special  Class.  This  is  one  of  the  matters  in  which 
Fairhaven  schools  are  behind.  The  State  Law  provides 
that  whenever  there  are  more  than  ten  pupils  over  three 
years  retarded  in  their  work,  a Special  Class  shall  be 
formed  for  them.  It  was  hoped  to  form  such  a class  in 
September  when  it  was  thought  the  opening  of  the  East 
Fairhaven  school  might  make  available  a room  at  the 
Center,  but  on  account  of  an  increase  in  enrollment  there 
was  no  place  for  it.  There  are  fourteen  children  at  Oxford 
who  ought  legally  to  be  in  a Special  Class,  and  one  of  the 
two  rooms  in  the  portable  could  be  fitted  up  with  equip- 
ment to  provide  for  these  pupils. 

Repairs 

Three  of  the  six  elementary  school  buildings  have  been 
erected  since  1917 ; a fourth,  the  Washington  Street  school, 
has  been  remodeled  during  that  period.  It  follows  that  the 
appropriations  for  repairs  have  been  comparatively  small 
in  recent  years.  A relatively  large  sum  was  expended  in 
1925,  but  the  allowance  for  the  current  year  was  only  $1000. 
It  has  been  necessary  to  overrun  this  considerably  and 
many  things  remain  undone.  The  appropriation  for  1926 
should  be  large  enough  to  accomplish  the  following,  in  addi- 
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tion  to  the  ordinary  work : Re-tinting  and  varnishing  eight 
rooms  at  the  Rogers  School ; pointing-up  the  stone  work 
and  overhauling  the  plumbing  at  the  Rogers  School.  Re- 
tinting four  rooms  at  the  Oxford  School  and  renewing  the 
school  desks  in  two  rooms ; varnishing  the  woodwork  in 
eight  rooms  at  Oxford  and  overhauling  the  electric  system. 
Re-tinting  and  varnishing  the  four  old  rooms  at  the  Wash- 
ington Street  School ; installing  concrete  steps  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Washington  Street  School  so  that  pupils  may 
use  that  exit  to  the  playground. 

The  two  older  school  buildings  in  town,  the  Oxford  and 
Rogers  schools,  should  not  be  allowed  to  deteriorate  any 
faster  than  is  absolutely  necessary.  They  are  well-built, 
substantial  buildings  and,  with  relatively  small  expense  for 
repairs,  they  have  stood  the  wear  and  tear  of  time  well. 
They  are  able  to  give  many  more  years  of  service  if  an 
adequate  annual  sum  is  expended  on  them. 

Seats  Are  Needed  for  Two  Schools 

When  the  Job  C.  Tripp  school  was  erected  no  provision 
was  made  for  seating  the  auditorium  and  no  money  has 
been  available  since  for  that  purpose.  The  East  Fairhaven 
school,  likewise,  has  an  auditorium  but  no  chairs.  When- 
ever these  halls  are  used  for  assemblies,  seats  have  to  be 
hired  and  the  cost  of  these  mounts  up  so  fast  there  has 
never  been  a public  occasion  when  the  audience  was  com- 
fortably cared  for.  The  handicap  of  lack  of  seats  not  only 
makes  it  difficult  to  hold  gatherings  to  which  the  public 
is  invited,  but  also  prevents  the  frequent  assembling  of  the 
pupils  of  these  schools  — something  very  desirable  and 
exceedingly  helpful  in  the  development  of  school  esprit  de 
corps.  It  is  true  that  these  auditoriums  serve  other  uses 
than  assembly  halls,  but  if  they  are  to  fulfill  the  main 
purpose  of  their  existence,  folding  chairs  should  be  pur-

chased  for  each  of  them.  About  500  are  needed.  They 
will  cost  approximately  $1500.  The  Committee  has  in- 
cluded in  its  budget  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  total  membership  of  the  schools  for  the  year  end- 
ing in  June,  1925,  was  2069,  as  compared  with  2041  in  1924; 
the  average  membership  1829  as  against  1796  the  previous 
year;  the  average  attendance  1709  as  against  1674.  The 
percentage  of  attendance  was  93.4%. 

The  actual  membership  of  the  schools  on  December  first 
was  1956  as  compared  with  1840  at  the  same  date  last  year. 
There  are  in  your  schools  at  the  present  time  116  more 
pupils  than  were  there  on  the  same  date  last  year. 

The  membership  in  the  two  parochial  schools  in  Fair- 
haven  numbered  595  in  September. 

TEACHING  STAFF 

The  teaching  staff  now  numbers  seventy-one  teachers, 
including  those  of  special  subjects  such  as  music,  drawing, 
manual  training,  sewing  and  physical  training.  There 
were  only  eight  resignations  in  June,  the  smallest  number 
in  many  years.  The  present  salary  schedule,  though  rela- 
tively small  in  its  maximum,  is  fairly  generous  in  its  pro- 
vision for  the  first  three  years.  It  is  probable,  therefore, 
that  every  two  or  three  years  there  will  be  an  unusually 
large  number  of  resignations.  We  are  fortunate  in  having 
a few  very  strong  teachers  who  continue  their  service  here 
for  reasons  other  than  salary. 

In  making  the  budget  for  the  year  it  was  thought  that 
the  opening  of  the  East  Fairhaven  school  might  eliminate 
two  overflow  schools  at  the  Center.  Increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  upper  grade  pupils  made  it  necessary  to  continue  the 
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one  at  the  Rogers  school,  two  additional  teachers  were 
necessary  at  the  Anthony  school,  and  the  small  room  in 
the  Oxford  school  used  for  a library  was  again  brought 
into  use  for  an  overflow  first  grade.  In  all,  three,  teachers 
not  planned  for  in  the  budget  have  been  necessary.  It 
has  been  possible  by  rigid  economy  to  keep  within  the 
appropriation,  but  some  much  needed  purchases  have  had 
to  be  postponed. 


SCHOOL  WORK. 

Revision  of  Course  of  Study 

The  objectives  of  public  education  have  been  stated  in 
many  ways.  There  is  general  agreement  as  to  what  the 
major  ones  should  be,  but  a variety  of  opinions  at  to  the 
relative  emphasis  on  these  as  well  as  on  the  means  of  at- 
taining them.  It  follows  that  no  two  school  systems  are 
exactly  alike  in  their  requirements  as  to  subject  matter, 
methodology,  and  organization.  The  successful  teacher 
must  know  and  meet  the  demands  of  the  system  in  which 
she  is  engaged.  It  is,  therefore,  essential  in  the  conduct 
of  a school  system,  if  the  best  results  are  to  accrue,  that 
its  requirements  be  very  definitely  formulated  for  the  use 
of  the  teachers.  This  is  especially  true  in  a system  where 
the  teaching  staff  is  subject  to  frequent  changes.  With  no 
clear  statement  of  requirements  and  no  uniform  time  allot- 
ment for  each  subject,  if  each  teacher  isleft  free  to  choose 
her  material,  degree  of  emphasis,  and  methodology,  the 
cumulative  results  of  efforts  to  attain  ideals  are  much  im- 
paired. 

A very  important  achievement  of  the  year  has  been  the 
completion  of  a revision  of  our  course  of  study.  The  task 
has  been  in  process  for  several  years.  Bulletins  modifying 
requirements  have  been  issued  from  time  to  time.  Last 
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year  the  teachers  of  each  building  were  assigned  a section 
of  the  course  for  study,  discussion,  and  revision.  Many 
valuable  suggestions  were  secured  in  this  way  and  some 
new  material  was  furnished.  Through  the  co-operative 
efforts  of  teachers,  principals  and  superintendent,  the 
course  in  each  subject  has  been  thoroughly  revised,  re- 
stated more  clearly,  and  made  more  helpful  to  teachers. 
It  was  the  task  of  the  superintendent  and  his  secretary 
during  the  summer  vacation  to  arrange  this  material  for 
use  and  make  it  ready  for  the  teacher’s  desk.  When  school 
opened  in  September,  a neatly  bound,  mimeographed  copy 
of  each  outline  was  ready  for  every  teacher.  They  in- 
cluded : General  Directions,  Rules  and  Regulations,  Direc- 
tions Relating  to  the  Use  of  the  Course  of  Study,  including 
a new  Time  Schedule,  Courses  of  Study  for  Grades  1 to  8 
in  Reading,  Arithmetic,  English,  Spelling,  Geography, 
Civics,  Selections  for  Memorizing,  and  Moral  Training  in 
Discipline.  The  result  of  these  new  outlines  is  already 
manifest  in  a marked  improvement  in  the  definiteness  and 
quality  of  instruction. 


T HRIFT 

Mention  was  made  in  last  year’s  report  of  the  prospective 
introduction  of  a School  Savings  System.  Such  a system 
was  installed  in  January,  1925,  and  is  now  in  operation. 
The  Fairhaven  Institution  for  Savings  purchased  for  each 
building  a banking  machine  in  which  pupils  deposit  coins 
ranging  in  value  from  one  to  twenty-five  cents.  They 
receive  in  return  stamps  of  the  same  denominations,  and 
when  these  have  accumulated  to  the  amount  of  one  dollar 
a bank  book  is  issued  to  the  pupil.  From  the  time  of  its 
installation  until  December  31,  1925,  the  total  deposits  have 
been  $7041.89.  This  is,  on  the  surface,  an  excellent  record, 
but  there  is  another  phase  of  it  not  so  encouraging.  The 
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withdrawals  are  too  frequent.  Too  many  accounts  are 
temporary  only.  The  money  of  the  pupils  might,  in  some 
cases,  as  well  be  kept  in  a tin  bank.  It  is  not  left  long 
enough  to  begin  to  accumulate  interest.  Whenever  the 
sum  is  sufficient  to  purchase  some  cherished  article,  ne- 
cessary or  unnecessary,  it  is  taken  out.  It  is  obvious  that 
in  such  cases  there  is  no  educational  result  worth  while  and 
that  both  the  Savings  Bank  and  the  teachers  are  merely 
performing  useless  labor. 

Teaching  thrift  in  the  schools  is  compulsory.  Encourag- 
ing the  habit  of  saving  by  furnishing  regular  opportunities 
to  add  to  one’s  bank  account  is  a practical  way  of  pre- 
senting the  subject.  I hope  that  some  way  may  be  found 
of  restricting  withdrawals  and,  also,  that  parents  and 
teachers  may  be  able  to  impart  more  effectively  the  lesson 
that  self-denial  is  necessary  if  thrift  is  to  be  cultivated. 

Good  Manners 

One  of  the  most  common  criticisms  of  the  young  people 
of  today  is  that  they  are  not  polite.  There  may  be  some 
question  as  to  whether  the  implied  comparison  with  chil- 
dren of  other  days  is  just,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt  of 
the  desirability  of  habits  of  courtesy.  For  several  years, 
Fairhaven  schools  have  tried  to  inculcate  these.  The  re- 
sults have  been  distinctly  successful.  The  good  manners 
of  the  children  in  their  schoolroom  contacts  with  one  an- 
other, with  the  teacher,  and  with  visitors  have  been  the  sub- 
ject of  much  favorable  comment.  It  is  true  that  they  do 
not  always  “carry  over”  as  fully  into  the  life  outside  as  is 
desirable,  but  there  has,  nevertheless,  been  a gain  in  that 
direction  also.  It  should  be  remembered,  in  this  connec- 
tion, that  these  habits  of  politeness,  in  order  to  become 
permanent,  need  to  be  practised  while  the  child  is  at  home 
and  elsewhere  as  well  as  when  in  school.  The  active  co- 
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operation  of  parents  is  absolutely  essential  to  success  in 
this  as  in  other  phases  of  school  work. 

Committees  composed  of  principals,  teachers,  and  the 
superintendent  are  at  present  working  out  a definite  out- 
line of  the  habits  of  courtesy  which  pupils  can  be  trained  in 
through  schoolroom  situations.  An  effort  will  be  made  to 
have  these  practised  in  each  grade  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
cumulative  effect  will  be  sufficient  to  cause  some  of  them, 
at  least,  to  be  ingrained  in  the  personalities  of  the  chil- 
dren by  the  time  they  leave  school. 

The  real  meaning  of  courtesy  is  consideration  for  others. 
Its  practise  increases  happiness.  It  is  a subject  deserving 
more  purposeful  attention  in  both  school  and  home. 

Physical  Training 

A change  has  been  made  in  the  distribution  of  the  work 
in  physical  training.  In  previous  years  the  girls  of  the 
High  School  have  had  the  benefit  of  practically  the  full 
time  of  one  supervisor,  while  the  boys  have  had  less  than 
half  the  time  of  the  other.  As  a result,  the  boys  had  little 
or  no  gymnasium  work.  Their  physical  training  was  al- 
most wholly  participation  in  athletics.  In  order  to  remedy 
this  situation,  one  supervisor  is  now  assigned  to  direct  the 
work  of  the  High  School  girls  and  also  that  of  the  first 
six  grades  in  the  elementary  schools,  while  the  other  has 
charge  of  the  activities  of  the  High  School  boys  and  of  the 
pupils  in  the  two  upper  grades.  This  arrangement  enables 
two  weekly  periods  of  gymnasium  work  for  the  High 
School  boys  in  addition  to  their  supervision  and  training 
in  athletics. 


Civics 

The  work  of  the  Junior  Improvement  Associations,  in 
connection  with  the  teaching  of  Civics  in  our  grade  schools, 
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has  been  described  in  a previous  report.  It  is  gratifying 
to  know  that  our  efforts  in  this  subject  are  approved  by 
high  educational  authorities.  In  the  June  and  also  in  the 
September  number  of  the  Educational  Review  this  work 
was  described  and  highly  commended  by  the  editor,  Wm. 
McAndrew.  In  the  September  number,  he  said  in  part : 

“The  number  of  inquiries  for  more  details  justifies  calling  fur- 
ther attention  to  the  Fairhaven  scheme.  The  Junior  Improvement 
Association  has  a list  of  projects  belonging  to  public  service.  The 
summary  is  intended  to  provoke  other  contributions  and  is  added  to 
as  the  youngsters  find  Fairhaven  needs.  In  some  of  the  schools  of 
that  city  the  mechanical  side  of  the  management,  other  than  ordinary 
janitorial  service,  has  been  almost  completely  assumed  by  the  junior 
citizens.  Association  meetings  of  the  pupils  are  held  once  a week. 
They  are  parliamentary.  Committees  on  health,  sanitation,  thrift, 
sunshine,  and  outside  service  make  reports.  Debates,  as  provokers  of 
thought  and  action,  are  encouraged.  Elections,  as  outside  of 
school,  are  conducted.  Political  matters  before  the  country  are  dis- 
cussed. ‘Do  more  than  wave  the  flag’  is  the  slogan.  The  list  of  activ- 
ities is  striking,  more  so  when  you  realize  that  some  boy  or  girl  has 
performed  one  or  more  of  every  one  of  the  services  enumerated. 
If  every  public  school  in  America  would  follow  Fairhaven’s  example, 
if  every  teacher  would  pledge  himself  to  see  that,  at  the  close  of 
each  year,  he  could  report  that  every  child  entrusted  to  him  had, 
with  serviceable  intent,  performed  one  or  more  personal  obligations 
to  the  town  which  is  paying  for  his  schooling,  an  immense  amount 
of  the  current  protests  against  the  cost  of  public  education  would 
receive  an  antidote.” 


HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  High  School  is  having  one  of  the  most  successful 
years  in  its  history.  Its  enrollment,  331,  is  not  appreciably 
larger  than  last  year,  but  in  its  internal  organization  and 
life,  there  seems  to  be  evident  the  fruition  of  plans  which 
have  been  in  the  process  of  development  for  several  years. 
This  is  manifest  in  the  type  and  spirit  of  the  discipline  — a 
more  earnest  devotion  to  study  by  the  pupils,  a higher 
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standard  of  social  life  in  the  school,  and  an  improvement  in 
professional  interest  and  skill  among  the  teachers. 

Student  Government 

The  discipline  of  the  school  has  been  affected  very  ma- 
terially by  the  increasing  effectiveness  of  the  student  gov- 
ernment organizations.  A brief  description  of  these  may 
be  pertinent.  Each  home  room  has  a Student  Council 
elected  by  the  pupils  of  that  room.  This  council,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  its  advisor,  the  teacher,  directs  many  of 
the  routine  matters  of  the  room.  There  is  also  a Student 
Council  representing  the  whole  school.  Its  members  are 
elected  from  the  various  home  rooms.  The  various  classes 
are  represented  on  it  as  follows : Seniors,  eight ; juniors, 
six;  sophomores,  six;  freshmen,  four.  It  is  from  this 
Student  Council  that  a traffic  squad  is  organized  which 
directs  movements  between  the  classes  so  as  to  facilitate 
speed  and  orderliness.  This  body  also  discusses  and  makes 
recommendations  concerning  problems  which  affect  the 
social  and  other  activities  of  the  school.  Acting  as  it  does, 
through  a direct  relation  to  the  student  councils  of  the 
home  rooms,  it  gives  to  all  of  the  pupils  participation  in 
problems  affecting  the  general  management  of  the  school. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  discipline  and  management  of 
the  school  is  still,  in  the  last  analysis,  entirely  under  the 
control  of  the  faculty,  the  organization  is  such  that  pupils 
have  the  opportunity  to  express  their  wishes  in  respect  to 
almost  any  question  that  arises.  This  feeling,  and  the  re- 
spect and  consideration  with  which  these  recommendations 
are  treated,  makes  what  seems  to  be  at  present  the  only 
sound  basis  for  student  government.  This  organization  is 
in  accordance  with  approved  practices  in  the  best  city 
high  schools  throughout  the  State.  There  is  a movement, 
at  present,  to  have  an  annual  meeting  of  representatives 
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from  all  Student  Councils  in  the  State  for  the  discussion  of 
their  problems  with  a view  of  helping”  in  the  solution  of 
common  difficulties.  Such  a movement  would  seem  to  be 
worth  while  and  might  result  in  the  development  of  higher 
standards  of  school  conduct.  It  would  certainly  tend  to 
develop  in  pupils  the  feeling  of  responsibility  for  their 
schools,  which  is  a very  valuable  preparation  for  assump- 
tion of  responsibility  as  citizens. 


Social  Life 

The  relations  of  the  pupils  to  one  another  in  the  life 
they  lead  together  is  as  important  as  proficiency  in  scholar- 
ship. High  school  cannot  be  interesting  to  young  men  and 
women  in  their  “teens”  unless  there  is  opportunity  for 
expression  in  social  life.  There  are  various  clubs  con- 
nected with  the  school  which  afford  this.  Among  them 
may  be  mentioned  the  Literary  Club,  French  Club,  Latin 
Club,  Commercial  Club,  Girls’  Athletic  Association,  Boys’ 
Athletic  Association,  and  a Debating  Club.  Membership 
in  any  one  of  these  clubs  is  not  compulsory  but  each  pupil 
belongs  to  at  least  one  of  them. 

Service  Point  System 

The  first  purpose  of  education  in  a democracy  is  to  pre- 
pare for  beter  citizenship.  In  the  past  it  was  thought  that 
training  for  this  could  be  secured  by  indirect  means  and  a 
study  of  the  theory  of  government.  It  is  being  recognized 
more  and  more  that  emphasis  must  be  put  upon  direct 
training  in  the  kind  of  conduct  necessary  for  good  citizen- 
ship. Principal  Dickey  has  introduced  a Service  Point 
System  which  recognizes  this  modern  aim.  The  following 
is  a brief  description  of  the  system : 
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“A  good  citizen  of  a community  performs  community 
duties  in  order  that  his  town  or  city  may  be  benefited  by 
such  services.  A school  is  a small  community  made  up  of 
pupils  who  are  school  citizens.  There  are  many  Fairhaven 
High  School  citizens  who  have  been  performing  valuable 
service  for  their  high  school  and  who  have  received  little  or 
no  recognition  for  it.  There  are  other  school  citizens  who 
would  gladly  perform  more  duties  if  recognition  was  given 
for  such  services.  For  this  reason  a service  point  scale  has 
been  established  and  a list  of  activities  for  which  service 
points  are  awarded  is  given  to  each  pupil.  Pupils  having  25 
points  are  awarded  a certificate ; after  receiving  60  points, 
a silver  pin ; and  after  100  points,  a gold  service  pin.  No 
pupil  is  permitted  to  hold  a school  office  unless  he  has  re- 
ceived during  the  preceding  year  and  up  to  the  time  of  his 
'election  at  least  15  service  points.  All  members  of  the 
Civics  class  must  obtain  a minimum  of  15  service  points.” 
The  fundamental  idea  of  the  system  is  to  recognize  serv- 
ice rendered  without  compensation. 


Library 

The  growing  use  of  the  High  School  Library,  and  its  val- 
ue to  the  pupils  in  connection  with  their  studies,  makes  it 
highly  desirable  to  have  a trained  librarian  in  charge.  The 
school  can  not  afford  to  pay  for  the  full  time  of  one.  It  is 
very  fortunate,  therefore,  to  be  able  to  make  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  Millicent  Library  whereby  it  secures  the  half 
time  service  of  one  of  its  assistant  librarians.  This  makes 
readily  available  for  the  use  of  the  student  body  the  entire 
book  list  of  the  library.  The  willingness  to  make  this  ar- 
rangement is  another  evidence  of  the  hearty  co-operation 
between  the  library  and  the  school.  I am  sure  it  would 
meet  the  approval  of  the  donor  of  both  the  library  and  the 
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school  to  find  these  institutions  working  so  co-operatively 
for  the  furtherance  of  education  in  Fairhaven. 

Orchestra 

One  of  the  organizations  of  the  school  much  appreciated 
by  that  portion  of  the  public  which  has  listened  to  it  is  the 
High  School  Orchestra,  which  numbers  this  year  twenty- 
five  pieces.  Only  with  the  greatest  difficulty  is  it  possible 
to  maintain  any  standard  of  excellence  in  this  organization. 
The  only  money  available  to  pay  for  training  and  music  is 
what  is  received  from  the  annual  concert.  The  instruments 
are  all  owned  by  the  players.  In  most  schools  the  more 
expensive  instruments  are  purchased  by  the  School  Depart- 
ment and  loaned  to  pupils.  If  a trombone  player  graduates 
from  our  school  there  is  no  one  to  take  his  place  until  by 
chance  another  comes  who  happens  to  have  chosen  this 
instrument.  Frequently  several  years  elapse  without  one. 
If  a trombone  was  owned  by  the  school  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  encourage  some  pupil  to  learn  to  play  it.  This  is 
true  of  other  expensive  instruments.  A high  school  band 
or  orchestra  can  play  a very  important  part  in  the  life  of 
the  school.  It  requires  money,  of  course,  to  support  a good 
one.  Recently  the  mayor  of  a certain  small  city  in  Massa- 
chusetts donated  his  entire  salary  of  $1500  for  the  purchase 
pf  instruments  to  be  used  by  the  high  school  band.  It 
would  be  a most  acceptable  gift  if  some  philanthropic- 
minded  man  or  woman  would  set  aside  a small  sum  to 
help  the  musical  department  of  our  school  in  this  direc- 
tion. Personally  I believe  the  educational  value  of  music 
would  justify  an  appropriation  for  the  orchestra. 

Scholarship  Fund 

Most  high  schools  have  available  one  or  more  scholarship 
funds  from  which  small  amounts  may  be  loaned  to  pupils 
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for  a limited  period  to  enable  them  to  continue  their  edu- 
cation. The  Alumni  of  Fairhaven  High  School  voted  sev- 
eral years  ago  to  make  an  effort  to  raise  such  a sum  but 
nothing  has  been  accomplished  by  them  in  this  direction. 
The  school  itself  is  now  undertaking  the  task.  There  was 
a profit  of  $100  from  the  publication  of  the  Huttlestonian 
last  year.  This  was  set  aside  as  a beginning.  The  selling 
of  candy  at  the  football  games  has  netted  $250.  The  class 
of  1924  has  given  a dance  for  the  benefit  of  the  fund.  Other 
plans  are  in  prospect.  There  ought  to  be  a hearty  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  public  in  every  effort  to  provide  a sufficient 
amount  to  assist  earnest  pupils  who  desire  to  go  on  with 
their  education.  Reference  is  made  elsewhere  to  the  dona- 
tion of  Miss  Julia  A.  Sears  for  a scholarship  to  be  used  by 
some  pupil  who  will  graduate  this  coming  June. 

College  Preparation 

Graduates  in  the  class  of  1925  entered  Boston  University, 
Clark  University,  Harvard,  and  Mount  Holyoke.  The  pu- 
pil who  entered  Mount  Holyoke  received  honorable  men- 
tion for  exceptionally  good  work  in  her  entrance  examina- 
tions. 


Athletics 

The  athletic  program  of  the  school  has  been,  as  usual, 
very  successful.  It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  during  the 
football  season  just  closed  there  has  been  very  little  dis- 
turbance of  the  rest  of  the  school  program  of  studies.  An 
unusually  large  percentage  of  those  on  the  football  squad 
were  also  on  the  honor  roll  for  high  scholastic  standing. 
To  us,  who  are  directly  responsible  for  school  work,  it 
seems  that  no  one  study  should  be  so  conducted  as  to 
hinder  a pupil  from  doing  his  best  in  other  subjects  of  the 
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curriculum,  and  that  football,  valuable  as  it  may  be,  is  not 
sufficiently  important  to  justify  neglect  of  other  subjects 
by  the  players  in  order  to  have  a winning  team.  The 
players  will  not,  of  course,  always  be  on  the  honor  roll 
for  high  scholastic  standing,  but  during  the  football  sea- 
son, as  at  other  times,  they  should  be  doing  their  best 
in  each  of  the  subjects  studied. 

Finances  of  the  High  School  Athletic  Association 

Several  inquiries  have  recently  been  made  by  citizens  as 
to  the  use  made  of  the  gate  receipts  at  the  football  games. 
The  question  may  properly  be  answered  in  this  report.  At 
the  close  of  the  schedule  of  games  of  each  sport,  the  Ath- 
letic Association  is  required  to  submit  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee a financial  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 
This  is  carefully  audited.  For  the  football  season  of  1925 
the  report  is  as  follows :

It  will  be  noted  that  the  balance  on  hand  is  $878.45.  What 
will  become  of  this?  It  will  be  used  to  pay  expenses  for 
other  sports  which  are  not  carried  on  at  a financial  profit. 
Track  and  baseball  always  carry  a deficit;  so  also,  some- 
times, does  basketball. 

The  balance  on  hand  is  nearly  as  large  as  that  of  last 
year,  despite  the  loss  of  receipts  from  the  New  Bedford 
game. 
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HEALTH 

The  reports  of  the  School  Physician  and  of  the  School 
Nurse  follow.  That  of  the  School  Physician  does  not  in- 
clude all  his  activities,  only  a summary  of  the  results  of  the 
individual  examinations  given  pupils  of  the  upper  grades 
and  High  School. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Summary  of  the  Results  of  the  Physical  Examinations  of 
the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Grades  — 1925-1926 

This  is  the  first  year  that  the  School  Physician  has  been 
authorized  to  make  a thorough  physical  examination  of 
the  children  in  any  of  the  elementary  grades  of  the  Fair- 
haven  schools  and  the  following  figures  are  both  interesting 
and  enlightening. 

Total  number  of  pupils  examined  228 

Total  number  of  pupils  defective  70 

Percentage  of  pupils  defective  32.5 

Seventy  out  of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  pupils 
examined  were  found  with  defects  sufficient  to  interfere 
with  the  normal  growth  and  activity  of  these  children.  The 
parents  or  guardians  of  these  seventy  children  have  been 
informed  of  my  findings  and  urged  to  consult  their  family 
physician  at  once  so  that  measures  can  be  taken  to  eradi- 
cate this  handicap  to  their  health  and  school  wrork. 

Enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  found  in  forty  pupils 
which  should  be  called  to  the  attention  of  the  family  physi- 
cian for  removal  or  other  treatment.  There  is  some  differ- 
ence of  opinion  among  medical  men  as  to  the  proper  pro- 
cedure to  follow  in  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids, 
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but  each  family  physician  can  best  determine  what  is  best 
for  his  patient. 

Of  the  twenty-one  pupils  having  poor  eye-sight,  two  were 
found  to  have  a vision  so  defective  that  they  were  unable 
to  read  test  type  at  a distance  of  twenty  feet  which  they 
ought  to  read  at  two  hundred  feet  distance.  These  children 
cannot  possibly  read  the  lessons  on  the  blackboard  or  get 
their  full  share  of  school  work  because  of  this  inability 
to  read  at  a distance.  Every  one  of  these  twenty-one  pupils 
should  have  proper  glasses  prescribed  at  once,  that  they 
may  be  enabled  to  see  as  much  of  this  world  of  ours  as 
those  children  having  normal  eye-sight. 

Many  parents  have  an  idea  that  their  children  will 
“outgrow”  this  defect  and  thus  save  the  disfigurement  and 
expense  of  glasses,  while  others  make  the  remark  that 
their  child  is  “too  young  to  wear  glasses.”  This  is  just 
the  time  to  apply  corrective  lenses  the  same  as  we  would 
prescribe  an  indicated  remedy  to  remove  any  abnormal 
condition. 

I would  recommend  that  the  school  nurse  follow  up  these 
cases  until  every  means  is  exhausted  to  have  these  abnormal 
children  seek  relief  and  restored  to  normal  condition  to 
enable  them  to  reap  the  fullest  reward  from  their  school 
work. 

SUMMARY  OF  PHYSICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF 
, FAIRHAVEN  HIGH  SCHOOL  STUDENTS 
1925-1926 

Girls 

Out  of  the  total  enrollment  of  girls  in  the  High  School, 
there  were  thirty-two  found  to  have  physical  defects  suffi- 
cient to  warrant  steps  being  taken  to  correct  them  in  order 
to  bring  them  up  to  the  normal  standard  so  that  their 
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work  would  not  suffer.  These  defects  are  for  the  greater 
part  amenable  to  treatment,  such  as  defective  eye-sight, 
which  can  be  readily  corrected  by  prescribing  proper 
glasses ; enlarged  tonsils  or  adenoids  or  both  which  are 
easily  removed,  while  other  cases  were  found  where  a 
general  building-up  of  the  body  is  necessary  in  order  to 
effect  a change  for  the  better.  These  latter  cases  include 
such  cases  as  anaemia,  stooped  shoulders,  curvature  of  the 
spine,  general  debility  due  to  a run-down  condition  fol- 
lowing recent  operations,  etc. 

The  gymnasium,  with  the  suggestions  for  special  treat- 
ment which  I have  suggested  to  the  physical  directors  will 
result  in  a general  improvement  in  these  cases  which  will 
be  noted  in  future  examinations  of  the  lower  classes. 

Many  of  those  found  deficient  last  year  have  greatly  im- 
proved during  the  past  year’s  treatment  by  Miss  Cady. 
Upon  my  examination  of  these  cases  this  year  I have  been 
amazed  at  the  progressive  results  obtained. 

Boys 

Twenty-six  boys  were  found  with  various  abnormal  con- 
ditions which  should  receive  attention. 

Tonsils  and  adenoids,  defective  eye-sight  and  heart  le- 
sions predominate  among  the  boys.  The  heart  cases  were 
mostly  congenital  and  will  no  doubt  be  greatly  benefited 
by  gymnasium  work  of  light  character.  These  heart  cases 
should  have  special  care  and  only  light  gymnasium  exer- 
cises indulged  in.  Great  good  can  be  accomplished  in  this 
type  of  case  with  intelligent  application  of  exercise  affect- 
ing the  chest  muscles.  The  rowing  machine  is  one  of  the 
best  forms  of  apparatus  that  can  be  used  and,  as  the  case 
improves,  the  chest  weights,  dumb  bells,  medicine  ball, 
hand  ball,  etc.,  can  be  utilized  to  good  advantage. 
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Four  years  of  carefully  supervised  gymnasium  work  can 
work  wonders  in  the  development  of  the  growing  boy  or 
girl.  This  statement  is  being  proved  each  year  as  com- 
parisons are  made  from  time  to  time.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

The  school  day  for  the  nurse  begins  at  8 :30  A.M.  in  the 
Town  Hall  office.  Children  arrive  at  the  office  for  treat- 
ments such  as  cuts,  sore  throats,  etc.  If  children  arrive  at 
school  with  sore  throats  or  with  a rash  they  are  sent  to  the 
office  before  9:30  A.M. 

Each  week  plans  are  made  to  visit  every  school  room,  to 
look  over  the  children  for  cleanliness,  sores,  cuts,  and  to 
give  health  talks. 

Milk  has  been  given  out  to  all  underweight  school  chil- 
dren. Milk  is  also  sold  in  the  schools  at  2>l/2  cents  a half 
pint  to  any  child  who  wishes  it.  The  money  is  collected 
every  Friday  morning  and  put  in  the  Milk  Fund  at  the 
Bank. 

Each  child’s  weight  is  taken  once  a month  and  recorded 
on  the  room  chart. 

After  school  hours  there  is  follow-up  work  to  be  done. 
This  has  included  this  year  follow-up  work  from  the 
School  Physician  of  pupils  at  the  Rogers  School.  These 
children  were  not  examined  until  late  this  fall  and  over 
two-thirds  have  had  follow-up  work,  with  good  results. 

The  supervision  of  the  dental  clinic  is  also  cared  for. 
Each  child  has  an  oral  examination  given  by  the  Dentist 
and  Nurse.

Miss 
Sears  has  also  donated  $100  to  the  High  School  for  a 
scholarship,  to  be  awarded  to  a worthy  pupil  in  the  class 
of  1926  who  wishes  to  continue  his  or  her  education.  The 
School  Committee  has  accepted  these  gifts  and  wishes,  in 
this  Report,  to  express  again  its  high  appreciation  of  the 
fine  spirit  prompting  their  bestowal.  They  are  both  a type 
of  financial  aid  which  will  be  most  helpful  at  the  present 
time. 


MISCELLANY 

The  evening  school  for  illiterate  minors  has  an  enroll- 
ment of  39. 

During  Education  Week  nearly  500  people  saw  the  pupils 
in  their  regular  school  work.  The  children  of  the  Job  C. 
Tripp  and  of  the  East  Fairhaven  schools  presented  excellent 
evening  programs  which  were  attended  by  a larger  num- 
ber of  parents  and  friends. 

Silk  flags  have  been  presented  by  the  Woman’s  Relief 
Corps  to  each  room  in  the  new  school  at  East  Fairhaven. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Principal  of  the  East  Fair- 
haven school,  an  active  and  enthusiastic  troop  of  Boy  Scouts 
has  been  organized  in  that  section  of  the  town. 

The  Milk  Tag  Scale,  sponsored  by  the  Mothers’  Club, 
netted  $430. 
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Standard  achievement  tests  in  Arithmetic,  Silent  Read- 
ing, English,  History  and  Civics  have  been  given  during 
the  year.  The  results  indicate  that  our  schools  are  main- 
taining a fairly  high  standard  in  these  subjects. 

CLOSING 

The  inclusive  objective  of  public  school  education  is 
social  efficiency.  This  aim  is  gradually  working  a trans- 
formation in  the  school  life  of  children.  The  condition  of 
success  is  well  expressed  by  Amelie  Hama'ide  in  her  de- 
scription of  the  work  done  by  Dr.  Decroly’s  class : 

“If  a child’s  experiences  at  school  are  to  contribute 
effectively  to  the  development  of  social  attitudes  and 
sentiments,  he  must  be  personally  enlisted,  actively, 
intellectually,  affectively,  in  the  school’s  success  as  a 
community,  a community  whose  organization  he  can 
understand  and  whose  best  interests  he  can  work  to 
assure.  The  habits  he  acquires  in  the  classroom 
should  lend  to  the  building  up  of  this  kind  of  morale.”

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1925 


To  the  Trustees  of  The  Millicent  Library: 

I hereby  submit  the  thirty-third  (annual  report  of  The 
Millicent  Library,  my  fifteenth  report  as  your  librarian. 

Books  and  Circulation 

During  1925,  1,923  books  were  added  to  the  library,  a figure 
over  600  in  excess  of  any  number  added  in  any  previous  year. 
This  excess  consisted  almost  altogether  of  replacements  made 
in  the  classes  of  children’s  books  and  stock  fiction,  that  is, 
fiction  by  popular  authors  for  which  there  is  a steady  demand. 
Books  withdrawn  numbered  347  and  the  total  number  of  books 
in  the  library  is  31,293. 

The  total  circulation  from  all  sources  in  1925  was  86,656, 
a gain  of  4,575  over  any  previous  record  year.  This  gain 
was  made  at  the  main  library  and  at  the  High  School.  The 
summer  vacation  privilege  proved  exceptionally  popular,  3,932 
books  were  issued  on  this  charge,  1,504  more  than  in  any  form- 
er year.  There  has  been  a growing  laxity  on  the  part  of 
borrowers  in  returning  books.  The  number  of  notices  which 
it  is  now  necessary  to  send  to  call  in  overdue  books  has  in- 
creased out  of  proportion  to  the  increase  in  circulation.  I 
have  recently  had  it  in  mind  to  recommend  that  this  library 
increase  the  fines  for  overdue  books  to  two  cents  per  day.  I 
think  this  change  would  hasten  the  return  of  books  and  would 
also  conform  to  the  general  practice  of  libraries.  As  far  as 
I have  been  able  to  discover  wre  are  practically  the  only  library 
in  the  State  which  is  still  charging  one  cent  a day  for  fines. 
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Eleven  hundred  and  seventy-one  borrowers  registered  during 
the  year,  making  the  total  number  of  borrower’s  cards  out- 
standing 3,422. 


Children's  Room 

The  number  of  children’s  books  circulated  from  the  main 
library  and  the  Oxford  Branch  was  22,431.  This  was  less  than 
the  circulation  of  1924  by  slightly  over  1,500  books.  This 
loss  came  in  the  last  four  months  and  can  be  directly  attributed 
to  the  opening  of  the  new  East  Fairhaven  School  in  September, 
fulfilling  a prophecy  made  in  my  report  for  1923  that  we 
would  lose  our  hold  on  these  children  as  soon  as  they  had  a 
school  in  that  section  and  were  no  longer  transported  to  the 
center  of  the  town.  At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Trustees 
it  was  voted  that  shelving  be  purchased  and  a small  children’s 
branch  opened  in  the  new  school  building.  I hope  to  have  this 
branch  in  operation  by  the  first  of  February.  To  further 
relieve  the  congestion  of  books  in  the  children’s  room  I hope 
that  next  year  will  witness  the  addition  of  bookcases  in  the 
two  unused  doorways. 

There  is  one  other  change  which  I should  like  to  see  effected, 
one  with  which  the  entire  staff  is  in  sympathy  and  which  I 
believe  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  library.  This  is  the  closing 
of  the  children’s  room  to  children  under  eleven  years  of  age 
after  six  o’clock  in  the  evening.  On  too  many  evenings  this 
room  is  not  used  by  older  children  who  are  reading  but  is 
practically  a nursery  for  small  children,  four  to  ten  years  old, 
of  easy-going  parents  too  willing  to  accept  the  excuse  the 
library  offers  to  shift  their  responsibility  during  these  trying 
hours  before  bedtime.  These  children  are  a cause  of  annoyance 
to  the  older  children  and  to  adults  w’ho  have  no  other  time  to 
use  the  library  and  to  them  can  be  attributed  the  occasional 
nuisances  which  occur  in  entrance  and  vestibule.  If  we  had 
time  and  could  employ  a person  for  intensive  work  with  these 
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children,  we  might  not  favor  the  change,  but  under  the  circum- 
stances I believe  it  deserves  your  consideration. 

Work  with  Schools 

Miss  Holmes  has  had  charge  of  issuing  the  usual  classroom 
libraries  in  cooperation  with  the  teachers.  The  course  in  the 
use  of  the  library  given  annually  to  eighth  grade  pupils  was 
not  given  this  fall.  On  account  of  the  unusually  large  class 
it  seemed  desirable  to  make  some  modifications  in  the  course 
as  formerly  conducted  and  it  was  postponed  until  later  in  the 
school  year. 

A radical  change  was  made  in  the  library  at  the  High  School 
in  September  when  the  High  School  and  this  library  cooperated 
in  the  employment  of  Miss  Elvera  L.  Bianchi  as  High  School 
Librarian  and  reference  assistant  at  the  main  library.  Coming 
to  us  from  the  Simmons  College  School  of  Library  Science,  Miss 
Bianchi  gives  practically  full  time  during  school  hours  to  the 
work  in  the  high  school  library.  Evidences  of  her  success 
can  be  found  in  the  thorough  revision  of  the  catalogue,  a marked 
increase  in  the  circulation  of  books  and  the  favorable  comments 
of  teachers  and  pupils  on  the  usefulness  of  the  library. 

Oxford  Branch 

Mr.  Silva’s  report  shows  a total  of  6,853  books  issued  from 
the  Oxford  Branch,  a loss  of  about  1,200  from  the  1924  circu- 
lation. One  guess  is  as  good  as  another  in  accounting  for 
fluctuations  in  book  circulation  but  it  is  probable  that  the  branch 
needs  more  of  the  new  books  and  more  frequent  changes  of 
stock. 


Building 

Some  repairs  were  made  on  steps,  chimney  and  roof  during 
the  year.  The  effectiveness  of  the  direct  radiator  installed 
two  years  ago  in  heating  the  trustees’  room  emphasizes  the 
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need  of  a complete  change  throughout  the  building  from  the 
indirect  to  the  direct  system  of  radiation.  Hardly  a winter 
passes  without  bills  for  repairs  on  one  or  more  of  these  old 
radiators,  their  inaccessibility  adding  to  the  expense.  While 
the  initial  expense  would  be  heavy,  I think  it  would  be  made 
up  in  a few  years  by  saving  of  fuel  and  repairs  and  it  would 
add  to  the  comfort  of  staff  and  patrons.  I can  commend  Mr. 
Rourke’s  conscientious  industry  in  caring  for  building  and 
grounds. 

Personnel 

There  have  been  more  staff  changes  than  usual.  Early 
in  the  year  Mrs.  Flora  H.  Leighton,  who  because  of  ill  health 
had  been  unable  for  two  years  to  carry  on  her  duties,  sent  in 
her  resignation  and  Miss  Annie  Thompson,  a member  of  the 
staff  for  the  entire  thirty-three  years  of  the  library’s  existence, 
felt  obliged  to  resign  in  order  to  devote  her  entire  time  to  the 
care  of  her  aged  mother.  These  resignations  were  accepted 
with  great  regret.  In  August  Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Bisbee,  who 
had  been  a member  of  the  staff  since  November  1924,  felt 
obliged  to  give  up  her  position.  Taking  hold  of  the  work 
readily  and  efficiently,  Mrs.  Bisbee  came  to  our  aid  in  an 
emergency  and  we  were  glad  to  have  her  on  the  staff  even  for 
so  short  a period. 

Miss  Florence  Wilkinson,  a graduate  of  the  local  high  school, 
after  a month  of  apprentice  work  became  a member  of  the  staff 
taking  Mrs.  Bisbee’s  place  as  general  assistant.  She  is  re- 
sponsive to  instruction,  is  well-liked  and  is  taking  hold  of  the 
work  very  well.  Miss  Eleanor  P'hinney,  now  in  the  training  class 
of  the  Springfield  City  Library  rendered  capable  service  as 
a substitute  for  several  months  after  Miss  Thompson  left. 

Because  of  the  many  staff  changes  of  the  last  few  years, 
Miss  Holmes  has  had  to  assume  all  kinds  of  duties  and  has 
had  added  responsibilities.  In  all  of  them  she  has  merited  the 
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dependence  we  have  placed  upon  her  and  has  shown  real 
executive  ability.  For  much  of  the  training  of  the  newcomers 
on  the  staff,  Miss  Clarke  is  responsible. 

Miss  Bianchi’s  contribution  in  the  time  she  gives  to  this 
library  has  been,  outside  of  the  desk  work,  in  the  revision  of 
the  reference  collection  and  in  assuming  much  of  the  general 
reference  work. 

Gifts  and  Publications 

In  the  spring,  this  library  received  from  Miss  Grace  and  Miss 
Edith  Dana  a collection  of  prints  illustrative  of  the  collection 
in  the  Bowdoin  College  Art  Building,  also  a large  illustrated 
copy  of  “The  Rime  of  the  Ancient  Mariner”  which  they  gave 
in  memory  of  their  cousin,  Miss  Abby  H.  Nye  who  was  from 
1893-1902  an  assistant  in  this  library.  Just  at  the  close  of  the 
year  we  received  from  London  a copy  of  the  book,  “The  Dress 
of  the  First  Regiment  of  Life  Guards  in  Three  Centuries,” 
inscribed  as  follows,  “Given  to  The  Millicent  Library, 
Fairhaven,  Massachusetts  in  affectionate  and  grateful  memory 
of  my  grandfather,  Henry  Huttleston  Rogers,  by  the  author, 
Huttleston  Broughton,  December,  1925.”  This  book  contains 
a brief  historical  monograph,  forty  plates  in  colour  and  forty 
plates  in  monochrome  and  is  in  its  printing,  binding  and  illus- 
tration a splendid  example  of  the  best  in  the  art  of  bookmaking. 
It  is  a genuine  source  of  satisfaction  to  receive  such  a gift 
from  a donor  so  closely  allied  by  the  ties  of  inheritance  with 
Fairhaven  and  The  Millicent  Library. 

The  Bulletin  has  been  continued  as  a quarterly  catalogue  of 
the  new  books  without  change  of  form.  I want  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  two  of  the  three  special  publications 
issued  by  The  Millicent  Library  are  nearly  out  of  print.  Of 
the  pamphlet,  “Mark  Twain  and  Fairhaven”  only  twenty  copies 
remain,  of  the  booklet,  “The  Presentation  of  the  Samurai 
Sword  to  Fairhaven,”  only  sixty.  These  remaining  copies 
should  be  conserved  unless  new  editions  are  contemplated. 
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A Review 

As  this  is  my  last  report  as  the  librarian  of  The  Millicent 
Library,  I hope  you  will  pardon  me  if  I review  very  briefly, 
before  I close,  these  fifteen  years  of  my  service. 

These  years  have  witnessed  a very  rapid  growth  in  the  popu- 
lation of  Fairhaven.  As  the  town  has  grown,  so  the  library 
has  grown  in  size  and  in  use.  The  book  stock  has  increased 
over  10,000  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  nearly  7,000  books  have 
been  withdrawn  during  this  period.  In  purchasing  books  we 
have  tried  to  meet  all  tastes  and  interests  and  to  build  up  an 
active,  well-rounded  collection  of  books.  The  present  number, 
31,293,  is  close  to  the  capacity  of  the  present  stack  equipment 
and  some  such  weeding  out  as  was  undertaken  in  1912  and 
1916  will  soon  be  necessary.  The  circulation  of  books  has 
increased  from  49,351  in  1910  to  86,656  in  1925,  a gain  of  80 
per  cent. 

In  1915  the  Oxford  Branch  was  opened  in  the  Oxford  School 
building  and  has  now  seen  ten  years  of  service.  During  these 
years  over  75,000  books  have  been  issued  from  this  small 
library  which  has  never  had  over  900  volumes  and  is  open  only 
one  hour  on  three  evenings  a week.  I am  quite  sure  that  the 
circulation  of  books  and  the  general  usefulness  of  this  branch 
could  be  materially  increased  if  it  could  have  larger  quarters 
and  more  advertising. 

As  the  high  school  library  consists  in  the  greater  part  of 
books  loaned  by  this  library  and  as  we  have  had  more  or  less 
supervision  and  care  of  it  during  these  years,  I think  we  can 
justly  share  with  the  school  authorities  in  the  credit  for  its 
steady  growth  and  general  appreciation.  At  this  time  I want 
to  speak  of  the  excellent  co-operation  which  we  have  always 
enjoyed  with  the  schools  of  Fairhaven.  Our  relations  with 
superintendent,  principals  and  teachers  have  been  exceedingly 
pleasant  and,  I think,  mutually  helpful. 
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During  the  war  the  library  tried  to  play  its  small  part  by 
collecting  books  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors,  by  establishing  a 
temporary  branch  in  the  Fairhaven  Naval  Reserve  Station  and 
by  loaning  the  librarian  for  seven  months  of  camp  library 
service. 

For  the  first  nine  years,  from  1911  to  1920,  there  was  not  a 
change  on  the  staff  of  the  library.  Through  the  medium  of 
this  report,  I want  to  speak  to  Mrs.  Leighton,  Miss  Thompson 
and  Miss  Perry,  who  were  the  three  assistants  during  these 
years,  of  my  sincere  appreciation  of  their  earnest  and  loyal 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  this  library.  In  whatever  was  ac- 
complished and  in  whatever  progress  was  made,  they  shared 
equally  with  the  librarian  and  sometimes  had  the  greater  part. 
And  the  same  can  be  said  of  those  who  have  been  members  of 
the  staff  in  more  recent  years.  As  a staff  our  working  relation- 
ships, all  the  way  along,  have  been  most  friendly  and  congenial. 

These  fifteen  years  have  seen  many  changes  in  your  Board. 
Of  those  who  were  trustees  when  I became  librarian,  six  have 
passed  away,  Mr.  *and  Mrs.  Walter  P.  Winsor,  Mrs.  Sarah  C. 
Anthony,  Mrs.  Lizzie  F.  Nye,  Miss  Ellen  H.  Akin  and  Mr.  Job 
C.  Tripp.  I shall  always  cherish  the  pleasant  memories  of  their 
friendliness  and  the  confidence  and  assistance  which  they  and 
those  of  you  who  were  on  the  Board  at  that  time  gave  me  as 
a newcomer  to  Fairhaven  and  its  library.  To  all  the  present 
Board  I repeat  what  I said  in  my  letter  of  resignation.  I am 
sure  that  no  librarian  has  ever  enjoyed  more  agreeable  personal 
relations  with  his  trustees  than  I have  enjoyed  in  these  years. 
In  other  interests  of  the  town  outside  of  the  library  and  in  our 
social  relations,  I can  say  for  myself  and  family  that  we  have 
enjoyed  to  the  full  our  residence  in  Fairhaven,  have  made,  we 
hope,  lasting  friendships  and  find  it  hard  to  sever  these  ties. 

My  successor  will  find  things  left  to  do,  things  which  can 
be  done  better  and  there  will  be  new  problems  in  the  coming 
years.  I know,  however,  that  he  will  have  from  your  Board 
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and  the  people  of  Fairhaven  the  same  support  and  goodwill 
that  I have  enjoyed  and  that  progress  will  continue  to  be  made 
in  the  service  which  The  Millicent  Library  renders  to  the 
people  of  Fairhaven.
